Oowes, Jan. 22.-112:20 a. in.)— The 
following is the bulletin issued at mid- 
night: " There is no material change in 
the Queen's condition. The slight im- 
provement of the morning has been , 
maintained throughout the day. Food 
has been taken rairry well Und some 
tranquil sleep secured." | 

Cowes, Isle of Wight, Jan. 22.— 
(1 a. ni.)— Another day in the Victorian 
era now so rapidly drawing to » close 
passed without any great change in the 
condition of Queen Victoria. The slight 
improvement so frequently mentioned in 
the official bulletins merely indicates a 
postponement of the inevitable. The 
end may be a matter of days or only of 
hours; but the members of the royal 
family, who are now dragging out a 
weary visit . at Osborne House, know . 
that the death of Her Majesty is only a j 
question of a short time. ) 

The noticeable feature of yesterday | 
was the satisfactory portion the Queen j 
spent in consciousness, which she re- 
gained early in the afternoon and still ! 
retained at 10 p. m. At that hour she 
had not sceu Emperor William, local 
rumors to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Royalty at Osborne thus had a chance 
to recuperate from the terrible ordeal 
undergone during the early hours of 
Monday. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press is informed that the members of 
the royal family were called to the room 
adjoining the Queen's bedchamber no 
less than four times yesterday and were 
kept in momentary expectation of being 
summoned to witness the end Up to 5:30 
o'clock. Her Majesty's physicians then 
had only a vestige of hope that they 
would be able to keep the Queen's feeble 
life in existence until the Prince of 
Wales arrived. To secure this result 
they resorted to the frequent use of 
brandy and champagne. These stimu- 
lants, used to an extent which only the 
greatest emergency Justified, worked 
their process, and when the Prince of 
Wales and Emperor William entered the 
castle grounds at 11:30 a. m., they found 
the Queen a triile better than had been 
expected. 

The desperate remedy employed Mon- 
day morning to enable Her Majesty to 
live until her eldest son's arrival will 
not be used again, for the doctors are 
fearful that the remedy might be worse 
than the disease. They trust to prolong 
her life by a moderate application of 
stimulants, combined with as much 
nourishment as can bo assimilated. 
Such expedients as were employed dur- 
ing Sunday evening and Monday morn- 
ing are not considered justifiable. The 
Queen's rally astonished no one more 
than her physicians, and when at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon they heard 
her nsjt'for chicken broth, their amaze- 
ment almost equalled their delight. 

Privately, however, they build no false 
holies on these fading signs of what has 
been one of the strongest constitutions 
with which a woman -was ever endowed.

that was safely passed, they seemed 
hopeful of Her .Majesty living at least 
through another day, although the mem- 
ory of the previous night's relapse kept 
their anxiety at high tension. 

There is an enormous telegraphic staff 
at Oowes, and additional facilities were 
installed yesterday at Osborne. 

There is an entire absence of local ex- 
citement. The town has settled down 
in patience and sadness to await the in- 
evitable. 

Never has Emperor William arrived at 
any place in England with so little eclat. 
No salutes were lired, no cheers were 
given. The men of the guardship Aus- 
tralia silently manned her sides. The 
crowd was equally undemonstrative. 
It was a greeting given to the grandson 
of a dying woman rather than to the 
ruler of a great ally. 

After luncheon at the castle, the 
Prince of Wales, Emperor William and 
Duke of Connaught strolled around the 
grounds and visited the local sailors' 
home. 

VANCOUVER STI RUED. 

Vancouver, Jan. 21.— (Special) — Van- 
couver received the news of the Queen's 
illness with heartfelt emotion. In the 
churches yesterday the congregations, 
who had their feelings stirred by the 
earnest prayers for the Queen's recovery | 
offered by the pastors, sang the national; 
anthem with an unwonted note of sup- 
plication and appeal by tear-laden voices. 
The bulletins announcing the Queen's 
condition were sent by the C. P. R. Tele- 
graph Co. to all the city churches, and 
the announcements were made from the 
pulpits. Throngs gathered around the 
telegraph offices all day yesterday nnd 
to-day, telephones were incessantly ring- 
ing, and every face bore traces of deep 
concern and anxiety. All the news- 
papers are issuing special editions. 
AUSTRALIA AND AFRICA. 

London, Jan. 21.— The colonial office 
has received despatches from the govern- 
ments of Australia and the South Afri- 
can colonies, expressing their anxiety 
and distress ai the Queen's illness. 
CABLEGRAM PROM OTTAWA. 

Ottawa, Jan. 21.— (Special)— After the 
meeting of the cabinet to-day the fol- 
lowing cablegram was scut to Mr. 
Chamberlain: "In all parts of the Do- 
minion Her Majesty's subjects are ex- 
pressing the great sorrow they feel at 
the serious illness of their much-loved 
sovereign. Please convey to His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales and to 
the members of the royal family the 
assurance of the sincere sympathy of 
my ministers and of the people of Can- 
ada with them in their great grief." 
ENGAGEMENTS CANCELLED. 

London, Jan. 21. — The engagements of 
cabinet ministers and other notable per- 
sons to appear at public dinners, at 
charitable fairs or at the dedication of 
new public buildings nre being cancelled, 
and it seems likely that all functions of 
this sort will be postponed throughout 
the United Kingdom. The Duke and 
Duchess of Devonshire have cancelled 
their invitations to a house party, and 
their example is being followed by 
others. Many private dinners have 
been deferred. 

FRENCH COMMENT. 

Paris, Jan. 21. — The despatches from 
Osborne arc eagerly followed here. The 
evening newspapers published editions 
which quickly sold. The papers are 
sympathetic. Many writers ascribe 
Queen Victoria's collapse to the cloud of 
melancholy enshrouding her on account 
of the situation in Africa and the un- 
ceasing death roll. Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain is spoken of as the evil spirit 
responsible for the painful circumstances 
of her end. 

The Temps says: "Queen Victoria has 
become the symbol of the nation, the 
Empire's glories, the prosperity of her 
long reign, and the century of progress 
and well-being. In her maturity she 
was the ideal constitutional sovereign. 
The Prince of Wales has had his tastes, 
friends and court. Even if he desired 
to fffnee himself and follow the example 
of his mother, his sex would render the 
step more difficult. The death of the 
Queen probably will be in more than 
one domain the signal for grave 
changes, it is the end of an era." 

Bulletins were posted at the British 
embassy and the British consulate, and 
were read by visitors. Many French 
notabilities called at the British embassy 
nnd inscribed their names. The govern- 
ment was kept informed from London. 

IN BERLIN PRESS. 

Berlin, Jan. 22.— Most of the German 
newspapers express sincere concern as 
to Queen Victoria, and praise Emperor 
William for going to Osborne. The 
Agrarian anil Fan-German journals, 
however, take a different tone. The 
Deutsche Tages Zeitung, the leading 
Agrarian organ, concludes an abusive 
article in this style: 

" The rising of English power is now 
followed by a decline. That she has 
seen the beginning of such a decline has 
given Queen Victoria a death-strolf. 
She saw the commencement of the decay 
of the Enipire whose splendid develop- 
ment she had witnessed during u long 
life. This, is the tragic finale of her 
prolonged reign. The most important 
question for Great, Britain now ia 
whether the new King will be able Mo 
find his way out of South Africa again." 

Some of the papers already discus?the 
Prince of Wales as the coming 
sovereign, and the Berlin Tageblaft 
prints a despatch asserting that lie is 
Germanophohe in his feeling.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Jan. 21.— C. F. Law re- 
turned to Vancouver to-day from the 
Nicola Valley, and had some interesting 
news to give of that part of the prov- 
ince. 

Mr. Law said that the next city of 
British Columbia will undoubtedly be 
located in the Nicola Valley. He had 
just bonded, for the Gooderham-Bl.ick- 
stock company, -1,000 acres of coal lands 
in Nicola Valley for ,?100,000, and be- 
lieves that' he has 100,000,000 tons of 
coal in sight. These coal lands were 
reported upon very favorably by Dr. 
Dawson in 180S, and thirty years ago 
coal was hauled from the valley to 150- 
Mile House for blacksntlthing purposes. 

Before bonding the lands they secured 
the report of Mr. Burrell, the expert 
who gave his opinion on the Crow's 
Nest Pass fields, and who is the coal 
expert for the Amalgamated .Copper 
Company of New York. Mr. Burrell 
told Mr. Law in conversation that the. 
coul measures of Nicola Valley, as far 
as they had been developed, were the 
most promising he had ever seen in his 
wide experience. The coal extends for 
five miles square and has been tested 
successfully, where not outcropping, ut 
a depth of 000 feet with diamond drills. 
The vein is about 5Vj feet wide. Mr. 
Burrell reported that as soon as a rail 
way could be got in there, the mines 
would be capable of shipping from 1,000 
to 2,000 tons a day. 

Behind the coal fields is a mountain 
of iron, running from 0!j to 05 per cent, 
pure metal, while there are vast quanti- 
ties of lime in the country; and the 
ranges even now, without railway facili- 
ties, contain magnificent droves of cattle, 
the Douglas Cattle Company alone hav- 
ing 20,000 head. With 200 or 300 cars 
of coal running out of Coutlce daily, Mr. 
Law thought a city must spring into 
existence. The coal lands secured were 
as follows: Gilbert Blah-'s ranch of 
300 acres, level land with coal outcrop- 
ping and the river running alongside, 
bonded for .$20,000; Green & Wurnnck, 
3,000 acres, bonded for $75,000; and S. 
Tingley's 1,000 acres bonded for $9,000. 

When the Gooderham-Blackstock syn- 
dicate' received Mr. Burrell's report, they 
decided that a railway should he built 
into the country at once. They offered 
the V. V. & E. people $100,000 for their 
charter, without restrictions— ,$05,000 for 
the British Columbia promoters and 
$35,000 for Mackenzie & Mann, who 
had a hold on the charter, The British 
Columbia promoters were willing; Mac- 
kenzie & Mann were nbt. They bought 
out the British Columbia holders them- 
selves for .$05,000, and Mackenzie & 
Mann are now virtually the V. V.- & E.J 
the Great Northern simply offering to 
make connections over the road when 
built. Should a Dominion and Provin- 
cial bonus be secured, it is said the' V.- 
V. '& E. railway will be built at once. 

In the meantime the C. P. It. have 
suddenly decided to taEe advantage o£ 
an old charter and push their road 
through the country, and a line is now 
being surveyed by them. Mr. Law- 
slates that there cannot he two railways, 
for they would have to cross; but now 
that the C. P. R. and V. V. & K. are 
anxious to get into the country, his 
principals will step aside, believing that 
they will have one road in any event to 
enable them to open up the vast coal 
fields of the Nicola Valley, which con- 
tain enough high-class bituminous coal 
to last for one hundred years.

Cowes, Jan. 21. — 2:15 p.m. — Shortly be- 
fore this hour, IOmperor William, Prince 
of Wales, and their, party, drove up to 
Osborne House. A good sized crowd 
had met theui as they disembarked at 
Gowos. Naturally there was no cheer- 
ing, but the men present tool; off their 
hats and the German Emperor cordially 
and frequently responded by bowing. 
They drove to Osborne House in open 
carriages. 

London, Jan. 21.— A special despatch 
from Cowes this evening says Emperor 
William was admitted to the Queen's 
presence at about 5 o'eJoek. She spoke 
a few words to him, and after two or 
three minutes he withdrew. The Queen 
took little nourishment, and fell asleep 
in tho arms of the Princeaa of Wales. 

Tile scenes about the Mansion House 
to-day exemplified the intensity of the 
common anxiety -which has made all in- 
terests here akin. Thousands gathered 
there as the day wore on, and nothing 
could be more impressive than the pro- 
found silence with which the announce- 
ments of the alternating phases of the 
crisis were beard. A painful mistake 
was made early in the afternoon. The 
flag over one of the embassies was low- 
ered, and people rushed off with the news 
that the Queen was dead. Without wait- 
ing for a verification, other Hags in the 
vicinity were lowered, and some time 
elapsed before the error wan rectified. 

While expressions of sympathy and 
love are pouring in from every quarter 
of both hemispheres, none are so appre- 
ciated an those from the United States. 
j The Globe voices the general sentiment, 
saying: "From other lands hopes come 
of the recovery of and eulogies are pass- 
ed on the character of Queen Victoria. 
In America, almost without exception, it 
is under the simple title of 'The Queen" 
that the illustrious patient is referred to, 
and deep affection is implied. The term 
can hardly be over-estimated." 

The despatches received here from 
nearly every capital in Europe, from In- 
dia, Australia, Jamaica, and all the Brit- 
ish colonies, show the press and people to 
be symaprhetic in their comment on the 
Queen's illness. The one exception 
seems to be Belgium. Much of the Brus- 
sels' comment is in good taste, but one 
pro-Boer paper takes the occasion to 
make a political attack on Great Britain's 
South African policy. 

A despatch from Pretoria nays the 
Queen's illness has caused a profound 
sensation there. Special prayers were 
offered in all the churches of the garri- 
son towns yesterday evening. 

Many functions in Grout Britain and 
on tho Continent have been abandoned, 
owing to the Qnee's illness. Emperor 
Francis Joseph has countermanded the 
court ball at Vienna fixed for this even- 
ing. 

Berlin, .Tan. 21. — The foreign office has 
received information since Emperor Wil- 
liam's arrival at Osborne House that tho 
Condition of the Queen is hopeless. 

The Associated Press learns that tile 
object of the Emperor's visit was to de- 
liver special parting messages on behalf 
of himself and his mother, but it is be- 
lieved at the British embassy here that 
the Queen has been unconscious since 
Wednesday night. 

The embassy officials Lave cancelled till 
invitations and acceptances. 

Ottawa, .Tan. 21. — Lord Minto received 
a cable from the Prince of Wales this 
forenoon stating that the Queen was a 
little better.

Hundreds of Acres of Fruit De- 
stroyed and Many Lives 
Lost. 



Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 21.— Terribl 
weather has prevailed on the north side 
of the island since Friday night. A 
violent norther has been causing de- 
struction of banana plantations on ev 
side. In some of the parishes hundreds 
of acres of fruit have been swept away. 
The course of Bluff Bay river has been 
diverted, and the swollen stream has 
already carried away two houses, and is 
threatening to wreck a large, thriving 
rruit district. The seas it re running 
mountains high, and have demolished 
tho wharves. There have been many 
casualties among the small craft of the 
United Fruit Company, ami other fruit 
interests are suffering severely. The 
stormy weather continues. The wind is 
moving to tile northeast of the island 
with increased energy, causing destruc- 
tion in its path.

Shooting Affray Over Restnking Claims In 
Porcupine District.— The News of 
SkugWHy. 

Skngwny. Jan. 1.1.— News of the shooting 
of J. D. Livingston by Bog Younger, near 
Porcupine City, on January 1. in a dispute 
over the staking of mining property, has 
leached Skagway.

Had the Quaidra not 
been out of commission, it is likely that 
she would have gone soon after the re- 
ceipt of the news of the discovery of the 
evidence of disaster; but, with the Grant 
making the < ruise, there will be no need 
for a cruise being made by the Canadian 
steamer. 

Still more wreckage is being found. A 
despatch received from Cupe Beale via 
Alberni, on Sunday, reports that still an- 
other ship's boat has been discovered in 
the vicinity of Clo-oose. This is the 
fourth boat that has been found by the 
searchers who are looking over the rocks 
■for more wreckage, in the hope of find- 
ing something that will lead to the iden- 
tity of the lost vessel. The fact that 
four boats have been found, considered 
-with the large amount of lumber that has 
been washed ashore, would go to show 
that the wrecked vessel must have been 
a large one, tor the small lumber carriers 
of a tonnage! up to 500 or GOO tons rare- 
ly carry more than three boats. More 
lumber is, too. coming ashore, and big 
piles of scantlings and rough and dresstS 
boards are seen in places for miles along 
tho shore. So far there has been found 
four boats, a piece of the boom of some 
vessel, about fourteen feet long, the 
nameboanl, with what was taken to bo 
the letters "Rei-ner," and lumber, which 
ranged along the beach for a. distance of 
— 1 mill's south of Cape Beale, and more 
lumber at Wreck Bay. Whether moro 
wreckage lias come ashore about Ahou- 
sett cannot be learned until the return of 
the Queen City, which is now on her long 
trip to Cape Scott, and is expected to 
bring news from the districts above 
Ahousett, which she visits but once a 
month. 

Many mariners at different coast ports 
have expressed a belief that the missing 
bark Andrada has probably drifted on the 
Tipper Island coast. If such hus been 
the case, the investigations of the Grant 
and the Queen City will bring news of 
her fate. 



According to further advices received 
from Liverpool of the wreck of the bark 
Primrose Hill, on the beginning id' her 
voyuge to this port, some disgraceful ex- 
hibitions were seen near where the 
wreck occurred. A Liverpool pnper 
says: "Disgraceful scenes were witness- 
ed near Holyhead, where the bark I'rim- 
roso Hill came ashore. Most of the car- 
go consisted of wines ami spirits, and a 
crowd gathered on the beach and ripped 
open the casks, which were deposited at 
their feet by the tide. Several men lay 
on the shore drunk, and some of were 
found near the corpse* which had been 
washed ashore."

people who look with jealousy nnd dis- 
may upon the growth of our city and 
province, because that growth reduces 
them to a position of comparative insig- 
nificance, and they wish to retain Van- 
couver us an asylum for their decaying 
privileges, so, constantly setting them- 
selves against any movement to unite 
as a body, and win as a body, as by such 
concerted action they will lose their 
imagined individual pre-eminence. But 
let each of us now, at the beginning of 
a new century, assert ourselves; and 
let the citizens, who have something to 
gain by progress, stand together as one 
solid, united association, whose only aim 
Is to make Vancouver the imperial city, 
commanding the trade of a land the 
richest, most fertile and most fraught 
with opportunities that the hand of man 
could grasp or the mind of man con- 
ceive. Such is the aim of the Citizens' 
Association, and every business man of 
Vancouver ought to take an active, 
lively interest in it, and become a mem- 
ber, if he is not already one." 

This determination on the part of the 
progressive men of Vancouver to frown 
upon and stamp out of existence any 
attempt by the mossback element to put 
brakes upon the wheels of progress will 
elicit the sympathy of Victorians, who 
themselves have had experience of the 
ill-effects of listening to tile winnings of 
those who look with disfavor upon any 
attempts to lift the city out of tile rut of 
apathy and place her upon the path of 
progress. Vancouver's success will not 
excite the enmity of Victoria.

TUB MAYOR'S INAUGURAL. 

The romarks of His Worship Mayor 
Hayward at the initial sitting yesterday 
evening of the new Council of 1001, in- 
dicates a due observance on his part of 
the expressed disposition of the people 
that no time shall he lost in undertak- 
ing those public works which tire con- 
sidered a pressing necessity. The 
Mayor — very properly, we think— directs 
attention to the expediency of steps 
being taken at once to secure the rigid 
enforcement of all laws aimed at pro- 
tecting the public health; and in this 
connection the early extension of the 
sewerngo system and the reclamation of 
the Jtinies Bay flats have a very import- 
ant bearing on the proposed improve- 
ments in sanitary conditions. His Wor- 
ship alludes to the responsibility which 
rests upon the Board to further by 
every means possible the project to re- 
place the temporary bridge structure at 
Point Ellice with a new steel bridge, so 
that adequate means o'' communication 
with Victoria West and EsquimaTt may 
be established at the earliest possible 
date. We are pleased to note that His 
Worship is impressed with the growing 
importance of Espiiinnlt, and how de 
sirahle it is in the interests of the city 
that everything possible be done to re- 
move any grievances which may conflict 
with tlie convenience of the officers and 
men of the Navy. The contemplated 
improvement of portions of Johnson and 
Douglas streets by the laying of wooden 
block pavements is alluded to by the 
Mayor. This will no doubt meet with 
the commendation of the ratepayers. 



THE FORWARD MOVEMENT. 

Nothing is more remarkable than the 
existence in Victoria, the province, and 
in fact the whole Canadian Pacific 
Coast, of a feeling that the immediate 
future will witness wonderful develop- 
ment, progress and prosperity. That 
feeling has taken bold of Victoria to an 
extent never known before in the his- 
tory of the city. Victoria has, of 
course, enjoyed "good times" before, 
but the conviction has now fixed itself 
in the minds of the people that we an; 
on the eve of a great forward move- 
ment, which will mean not temporary 
hut permanent prosperity. And behind 
this confidence and hopefulness is the 
determination to take advantage of op- 
portunities to the full. Our neighbors 
at Vancouver also hare caught the spirit 
of the times, and, figuratively speaking, 
are rolling up their cuCs, preparatory to 
entry into the race for greatness with 
vigor and energy. They have a Citizens' 
Association over there, vhich devotes its 
laliors to advancing measures in the 
interests of the city. The aims nl tin- 
association are set forth in a circular 
letter which has just been issued, call- 
ing upon the people to rouse themselves 
and put forward every elfort to main- 
tain Vancouver's position. This circu- 
lar says, in part: 

" Prom all parts of the province comes 
the news of increased population and 
expanding industry, on all sides a. set 
determination not to be Ielt behind in 
the race. * * * * That, united action 
means strength and success is also 
clearly shown us by the example of 
other cities— notably Seattle. L"t us 
have more faith in our possibilities and 
probabilities, and when practical intelli- 
gence, energy and foresight bring for- 
ward measures of utility, ask not 'who 
opposes iff' but only 'what will be the 
results'.'' Vancouver has the possibili- 
ties of a great, future before it, but a 
future which will not be soon realized 
without masterful courage, determined 
effort and unshrinking opposition to 
those who would keep the city small to 
the dimensions of their own minds, that 
they might the more easily dominate it. 
We must secure the united action of our 
business men to advance the interests 
of Vancouver. We shall have opposi- 
tion, lio doubt. There are always 



THE CLAIMS OP THE WEST. 

The Vancouver News- Advertiser has 
very opportunely called attention to the 
claims of the West in the matter of the 
allotment of federal government eon- 
tracts. It is a question which has re- 
ceived too little attention by the pres* of 
the province in the pant. Apparently tin 
Dominion government has heretofore ig 
nored entirely that circumstance that it 
is obvioutily impossible for the West to 
compete on equal terms with tlte East in 
the matter of contracts for work to be 
done or materials to be supplied to the 
government in this province. As wages 
and materials are higher here, 
so, of course, is the cost 
of production correspondingly high- 
er. This fact ought not to be lost 
sight of by the federal officials, un- 
less they wish to discriminate againnt 
the West in the matter of government 
contracts. The News- Advertiser cites a 
case showing the injustice which is done 
in this connection. A small steamer is 
to be built there as a fisheries cruiser, 
but the engines will be supplied by a, firm 
at Toronto, for the reason that Eastern 
engineering firms can underbid Western 
rivals. As the former have cheaper ma- 
terial and labor than the latter, it is 
plain tha.t they are placed at a good ad- 
vantage. Tlte News-Advertiser puts the 
ease for the claims of the West very 
clearly. It says: 

We would call the attention of the Do- 
minion government to a matter to which 
no consideration has been given either 
by the government or by the representa- 
tives of British Columbia, in parliament. 
Wo allude to the matter of contracts for 
work to be done for or materials to he 
supplied to the government in this prov- 
ince. When tenders are called, for at 
Ottawa for any government work in 
British Columbia, it is, of course, open 
to contractors in any part of the Domin- 
ion to submit tenders. Apparently this 
is a fair anil reasonable method to adopt 
and at first sight it may seem that there 
should be no objection to it. A little con- 
sideration will show, however, that in 
some cases it does not give the Western 
tenderer a fair chance in competition 
with his Eastern rival. * * * * 
When the United States congress decided 
that of the four warships which it had 
authorized, one should lie built on the Pa- 
cific Coast, it allowed n margin of -1 per 
cent, to the Pacific Coast contract over | 
the figures authorized for the Atantlc I 
seaboard. Our neighbors are thorough- 
ly practical in their methods. Congress 
makes little pretense as to being guided 
by sentimental or patriotic considerations 
in ils expenditures, while the Eastern 
contractor does not remain silent if ho 
thinks his Western competitor is getting 
ntore than is fair. But there was no dis- 
sent from the principle that there should 
be a margin allowed in such contracts in 
favor (if the West. The situation in Can- 
ada is similar to that in the United 
States. 

The 'complaint which is made In thin 
connection is one which concerns very 
much the manufacturers and contractors 
nf the West, nnd steps ought to be taken 
at. onec by our bon.rds <>!" trade nnd 
other public bodies to call the attention 
ef the government to the matter. Out 
representatives in the Commons and the 
Senate nlso Rlnmld point out without de- 
lay the necessity "f some revision being 
made in the plan followed ill the award- 
ing of contracts for public undertakings 
in till' West.

There is a great gathering of lawyers, 
mine owners and financiers in the city 
for the trial of the long-pending case of 
Williams ot. al vs. the British America 
Corporation, which opens before Mr. 
Justice Drake in the Supreme Court this 
morning. The first papers in the case 
were issued over a year ago, the delays 
having been caused ny preliminary con- 
tests on legal points and two necessary 
adjournments; and tven the present 
trial is not at all likely to finally settle 
the matter, as a very large sum of 
money is involved, and whichever side 
loses will undoubtedly carry the case to 
the highest court. The case arises out 
of the sale of the Le Roi mine at Ross- 
land to the B. A. C, and the suit is 
brought by L. F. Williams, represent- 
ing the majority pool in the old 1a.- Uoi 
company, to recover $002,020.70 from 
the British America Corporation. The 
action involves the prolonged light that 
resulted when the majority interests in 
the Le Roi voted to sell the mine on a 
basis of about a share, or §3,000,000 
for the entire property. The majority 
of the stockholders, headed by Col. I. N. 
Peyton, Valentine Peyton, L. F. Wil- 
liams and D. W. Henley, parted with 
their holdings to the amount of 202,000 
shares; but Senator George Turner, 
Col. W. W. I). Turner and the minority 
stockholders refused to sell, and began 
several actions in the courts to set aside 
the alleged sale of the mine to the Eng- 
lish company. 

For several weeks Spokane was the 
scene of an extraordinary battle of craft 
and diplomacy, during which the books 
of thi' company were taken across the 
line into British Columbia on u special 
train, on the rear platform of which 
stood an angry deputy sheriff with a re- 
j straining order from the court. The 
I paper was nut served, the car door being 
| locked. 

In this contest the minority interests 
finally won out, and the British America 
Corporation paid about $8 n share for its 
stock. This made trouble between the 
company and the majority stockholders, 
who objected to selling their stock for 
*~-'i<> a share less than the Turner in- 
terests bad received. To secure redress 
they assigned their claims to L. F. Wil- 
liams, who instituted an action against 
the B. A. C. for the additional $2.30 a 
share for the entire holdings of the 
majority pool. The suit was tiled about 
a yenr ago. 

Among those bore for the trial are 
Mr. Edwin Durrunt, financial manager 
of the B. A. C; Hon. T. Mayne Dalv, 
counsel for the B. A. C; Col. 1. N. 
Peyton, of the Exchange National bank, 
one of the wealthiest men In Spokane; 
Valentino Peyton, of the Spokane Drug 
Company; 1). W. Henley, capitalist 
and member of the law firm of Henley, 
Kellam & Lindsley; L. F. William's, 
the plaintiff in the action; W. B. Iloy- 
burn, of the law firm of Heyburn, Hey- 
burn & Doberty; and 10. D. Sanders 
nnd W. M. Kidpath, both owners of 
large property interests in Spokane. 

"A large sum is involved in this suit, 
nnd it will probably be several years 
before a final decision is reached," said 
Col. Peyton. "If we are beaten, we 
shall certainly appeal, and will not 
abandon our efforts to get justice unti! 
the highest court is reached. If, on the 
other hand, we arc victorious in this 
trial, we expect to be culled upon to 
combat an appeal." 

Col. Peyton is accompanied by Mrs. 
Peyton. At the conclusion of the trial 
of the cose they will go to their winter 
home at Santa Barbara, Cai.

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• The Long Bow in the British Army, 

•

In undertaking to write a paper 
upon the "Long Bow, Its Influence us n 
Weapon of War iu the British Army," 
1 leel that I may be incurring the charge 
of telling very stale news; because every- 
one who knows anything knows that the 
success ofg the British arias in coutiueu- 
tal warfare during the Middle Age« was 
invariably attributed to Kngluud's arch- 
ers, that, iu fact, the reputation of Eng- 
land at that time was due to that arm 
of Uie service us greatly as it has since 
become due to the power of her fleet. 
And yet 1 feel that, like many state- 
ments which by reiteration, have be- 
come truisms, there Is much at the back 
of this we do no nowadays understand. 

The history of the English aichers.as 
I uhould like to see it, has still to be 
■written. I remember my father, when 1 
was quite a little boy^ drawing my at- 
tention to the fact that iu great collec- 
tions of arms and armor, nut such a china 
as a genuine long-bow could be found. 
He, so he said, had been looking for ouu 
in S-aiu all his life. Sineo then I have 
done the same. So I may say 
that in some seventy years of 
experience two Englishmen on the 
look-out have never yet found that weap- 
on, about which we have all heard t»o 
much, and of which there are literally 
thousands o£ copied from the time of 
the Stuurt kings downwards. Now thai 
is a parable of the whole subject, for 
just as his bow has vanished, so has tin* 
man who wielded it, and we really know 
as little about the one as about the oth- 
er. What 1 am offering you tJ-uight if 
but a small contribution towards tho 
true history of this subject, in hopes that 
oven these few glimpses may arouse in 
you the desire to know more of what at 
one tittle ail the world knew so much. 

It has often been said that the develop- 
ment of archery iu England was due to 
the introduction of the bow as a weapon 
of war at the Noriuan invasion. This is, 
however, a very partial truth. The Nor- 
man bow was as inferior to the English 
long-bow of the thirteenth century as a 
Brown Bess to a. Lee-.\letford. It was 
a comparatively short weapon, judging 
from contemporary representations, use- 
ful enough against the unclad Saxons 
iu deuse masses, but probably not much 
superior to the average West Coast bow, 
or, indeed, that of any of the ancient pec 
pies who relied upon shooting from chari 



came poor opponents oi lightly clad foot 
soldiers, billmen, whose heavy axes could 
fell even where they did not cleave. Thus 
the chivalry of France at Orecy, l'oic- 
tiers and Agiueourt were reudered hors 
de combat and made prisoners by 
the score, and ' thus it was that many a 
man of yeoman estate came back to de- 
light his neighbors with tales of the lield, 
and to buy fat acres for his children 
from the ransonie and loot of war. 

You have only to road of the wonder- 
ful fortune in lauds and jewels, gold and 
silver left hi an old warrior like Sir John 
Eastolf, whose golden images were 
weighed by the pound, and whose castle 
of eaister was coveted by dukes 
of the blood royal, to realize that 
many smaller men were making relative- 
ly as large fortunes; and that for a lusty 
youth with a stout heart and a steady 
hand tho profession of arms, even iu the 
ranks, afforded greater chances of 
wealth aud distinction than any he could 
lind at home. 

During these years the archers' pay 
was generally estimated at Od. a day; if, 
as some were, horsed on his own beast, 
ltd. to 1 shilling. Now, day laber was 
paid at Id. to I'd., so that your skilled 
yeoman was worth six times, or rather 
seven times, for Sunday was counted in, 
his brother who followed the plough 
Compared with modern prices, it would 
represent a sum of to #12.50 per diem, a 
fancy price for a soldier; and then, look 
at the chance of loot! Still the English 
archers were never a very large body of" 
men, and tnoy were chiefly drawr from 
a few ciunties, the hardy dalesmen of 
the north contributing by far the great- 
er number. 

These paid archers were, in fact, tho 
pick of a nation's good shots, for iu every 
locality it was made the chief pastime, 
when once its value became recognized 
by authority; aud the enactions in later 
days to prevent any other kind of spot 
from gambling to football, being iadulgi 
in, would seem ridiculous were it not r 
membered how greatly England's pre 
lige depended upon her archery. 

And in this fact lay at once the pe- 
culiarity of the British archers and their 
wonderful efficiency. The whole nation 
was devoted to tile sport of the bow, 
while tor the most part, only those who 
excelled became professional archers. I 
think there is no other instance in the 
history of warfare of this kind of selec- 
tion <>i' the fittest. It stands to reason 
that a few thousand men, drawn from a

He is tall and straight and proportion- 
ately strong,' for none but a' tall man 
can wield and nono but a strong man 
tan draw a "mighty bow" and archery 
above all good exercises makes a man 
go erect. He takes care that his wea- 
pons are bright and sharp, 
"Ware of* entrance to a quarrel, but 
being in * * that the opposed 
may beware of him." 
"Costly his habit as his purse can buy, 
He is proud of his station and takes 
pains that his person shall adorn it: no 
seedy rulllan or shabby foot-man, but 
well and warmly clad in Lincoln green, 
with a handsome handle to his dagger, 
a studded holt, chased-steel arm-guard, 
and even a silver jewel of his patrou 
Saint Christopher, to show that he is a 
free yeoman and no villain. He 
was no gentleman, but he has left 
more descendants among the gentle- 
men of England to-day from his lusty 
loins than ali the profligate gallants of 
the courts. 

The question naturally arises "Why 
considering the inefficiency of fi/e-arms, 
did this fine arm of the service decay 
and disappear?" For i£ is ridiculous for 
anyone acquainted with the relative 
values of the long bow and the har- 
quebuss to talk like the history books 
about the one being superseded by the 
other. Why, gentlemen, nothing but 
the modern rifle could on its own merits 
supersede tho long bow in the hands of 
a skilful archer. Even setting aside 
the wonderful exploits of the great mas- 
ters of the bow of medieval tradition, 
exploits that for my part seem to have 
*'ar more foundation in fact than is gen- 
erally accredited them, even in our own 
time, we have had an amateur who has 
put 253 arrows into the target out of 
'2SS in a double york round with an 
average score of the blue, or inner, 
white; that is to say, that a good shot 
might be expected to hit his man at 
1(K) and SO yards range, at least about 
eight times out of ten. This is a very 
long way below the traditional skill of 
the archer, which, m believe, tho most 
moderate records could do better at tro 
ble the distance, but I fancy it woul I 
nut discredit any smooth-bore shooting, 
and certainly lie very superior In the 
records of the clumsy lire-lock and 
whel-lock guns of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. Besides, when a 
man could easily plant six shots lo one 
of his adversary, he had .as tremendous 
an advantage as a breech-loader over a 
muzzle-loader. 

No, the reason was a more curious one 
than that. It was nor the failure of the 
arrow, but of the class that employed 
it. It was foreshadowed by Kortoscuo, 
and subsequently borne witless t > by 
Bishop Latimer, the martyr. During 
the Wars of the Roses the carnage caus- 
ed by English archers on the contend- 
ing sides was frightful. No such 
bloody encounters as Tewksbury and 
Towton are known to history, and the 
same cause that swept away the chiv- 
alry of the land carried off the archers 
with them "in one rod burial pent" as 
when Sampson immolated himself nu- 
des the ruin of the Philistines. Hut 
were there not unfailing supplies whence 
these bad come? Yes, if the conditions 
had remained. Foi one generation in- 
deed they did, as the victory of Plod- 
den in 1513 attested, in revenge of Bau- 
noekburn 200 years before. 

That was the last effort of the Eng- 
lish archer. In vain was the sport fos- 
tered and participated in by tho merry 
monarch. In vain was it preached up 
from the pulpit of St. Paul's by Lat- 
imer; in vain did lloger Asclinm, Queen 
Elizabeth's tutor extol it as the best 
exercise, not only for clowns, but for 
learned men; the yeoman of Chaucer 
disappeared before the common foot-sol- 
dier of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
century. And the reason was this. With 
the dissolution of the monastic houses 
in the reign of Ilanry VIII came a 
change in the social conditions of the 
agricultural classes, the importance of 
which can hardly be over-estimated, 
though it is often enough overlooked. 
An enormous acreage of cultivated land 
worth £1.000,000 a year rent, was 
thrown upon the market and was 
bought up at low prices by any one who 
had the capital to do so. This capital- 
ist class, made up of merchants' trades- 
men, lawyers and the like, as well us 
the thriftiest of the franklins and yeo- 
men, found theinsolfes then with more 
land than they wished to cultivate, but 
which they could rwit and live on with- 
out personal labor, if instead of the 
old low feudal charges of the monas- 
teries they demanded the top rents that 
tenants wore willing to pay. It would 
be too long a story for me to enter upon, 
how out of this groat change sprang the 
upper, or landlord, and the lower, or 
laboring agricultural classes of Mug- 
land. But it is scuflic'tently evident 
to any who choose to study the condi- 
tions of tin sixteenth century, that such 
was the case, and that from that time 
on the small proprietor of yeoman rank 
was continually being driven by force 
of circumstances either up into the 
country gentleman, or down into tho 
laboring class. The recorded pedigrees 
of that, period abundantly illustrate the 
fact. 

Now ]f the sons of the gentry went 
to war they wanted to be something 
bettor than common soldiers; they want- 
ed rnnk as they had at homo, and so 
were the successors of the knights and 
esquires of an earlier age, as captains 
and lieutenants. On the other hand the 
mere laborer, without the spirit of tho 
yeoman proprietor, anil without the 
command of cash that his freehold gave 
him, neither had lime or money for ar- 
chery, and perforce became "food for 
powder," like the ragged levies whom 
Shakespeare brings upon the stage as 
recruits for KalstafT from the Welsh 
marches. These were the Elizabethan 
substitutes for Lancastrian bowmen, 
and it: is indeed greatly to the credit 
of our country, that she lias been able 
to call forth the modern British army 
out of such beginnings. 

But, at the time, it was death to the 
science of tho Long Bow; you could not 
teach grown men and such men to shoot 
while those who knew how, amateurs of 
the butts, like Henry himself, were 
court gallants, sporting gentry or pros- 
perous spring!! Ids who loved horses aud 
the rapier when it came to lighting, and 
would not nerve for sixpence a 
day in tho ranks. The desperate en- 
deavors made during the Tudor period 
nnd extending eve tlinto the sixteenth 
century, to foster archery, tell only ton 
plainly of its natural extinction. No 
amount of fashionable patronage could 
make up for tho failure of the source 
whence the nrchors had boon drawn, 
"the old order had changed, yielding 
place to now." and the pride nnd glorj 
of (he long bow passed into the dim 
tradition of the ballad monger to de- 
light a people who could no longer use 
it. 

Robin Hnnd remains a household 
name, to testify to the strong attraction 
which for (170 years has drawn tho na- 
tion, high and low. towards n chivalrous 
exponent of freedom, even though un- 
justified by the law. William of Cleudes- 
by, our national William Tell, who far 
outshone his Swiss rival in th" mailer 
of the apple, and met with a character- 
istically more Enclish appreciation front 



of Grisborne, the luckless antagonist of 
a better man. Tell me not these are 
mere creations of fancy, for I will not 
believe you. 

They are Englishmen of the making 
of Engluad, as much as Sir William 
Wallace and Douglas and the Bruce; 
and highland chiefs and border reevers 
are of the making of Scotland. 

Tho flowers of tin; forest are indeed 
"weed awa" but no one shall deprive 
us of the memory of their perfume, or 
persuade us that they were only paper 
or wax.

Sir: — I nm Kind to see by your Issue of the 
11th instant, that Dr. Ifugan has taken 
a stand in respect to sanitary and health 
uiatters, and has brought to lljtlit sonic- 
long standing grievances. It Is only 
right thut the milk sold In town 
should be subject to Inspection and fre- 
quent tests; also that the sources of supply 
should be kept In a sanitary condition. 
I have for years known of tho methods 
employed by Chinese market gardeners in 
rals'ug vegetables to supply to the whites 
of the city, i tried early In the nineties 
to sell vegetables grown by myself, and 
though 1 took In supplies time after time 
I could get very few to buy, and In most 
cases tho vegetables lay In a Btore until 
they rotled, as the Chinese peddled from 
door to door, and a storekeeper could not 
sell them. In one ease 1 asked n party 
to buy, as she aduiired what 1 had In tho 
Waggon. She snld she did not like Chinese 
vegetables, and when 1 declared that these 
were grown by myself without the nld of 
Chinese laborers, she said: "Oh. yon all 
employ Chinese, and those aru most likely 
:is bad as any." Many people in town 
are the same, or arc too careless of sunt 
tury mailers to trouble about their supply. 
You say In your editorial "yo<! 
and others would rather buy vege- 
tables, etc., grown by white men, but tin 
settlors are not numerous enough to sup 
plv the demand." Sir. I ehulleugo that 
statement, and beg lo say thai the whit 
settlers can and will supply twice what you 
want whenever you show [hut you want 
them Instead of Chinese tilth. I will finish 
by quoting tho old saw: "Whin is sauco 
for the goose Is sauce for the gander." Lot 
all farmers deal only with Chinese mer- 
chiin'o for their supplies, say for three! 
mouths, and let the city folk feel some of 
tile boycott that farmers have had to put 
lip with for years. FARME'B

I think, to say tho 
least, this Is In excess of what it should 
cost on good management, of at least $1,500 
and I am no novice as regards cost of 
food and attendance. When so much Is 
needed for the Improvement of the city, 
excessive expenditure should ]>,.. kept down, 
either by better management or system 
In some form. In visiting the home, as I 
have had occasion to do at times, there 
does not seem an overdose of comfort 
there for tho inmates, not withstanding the 
birge expense that annually the city is 
pui to and considering all tho vegetables 
are grown for tho use of the home on the 
grounds, the home should lie run well at 
fur less cost than it Is now. I trust the 
next committee appointed will look Into 
the matter for the Interests of the Inmates 
and ratepayers.

or storekeeper. Wo have In Oils city nn 
Iden! place to bring up a family, but there 
tire other tilings which are brought very 
forcibly to the minds of parents, and that is 
the overcrowded state ,,f the labor market 
and the remote possibility of our children 
getting employment. We have several 
manufacturers In our city, but In looking 
for employment for one of my boys. It was 
pointed out that M was impossible to find 
mi opening as the large quantities of cheap 
Eastern goods were killing trade. Tho 
mothers and fathers of Victoria can do 
pomethlng to alter thlj state of affairs, 
I nm afraid that I have been a sinner In 
tills respect, thai I Inivo never given the 
matter the consideration it deserves. It lias 
only boon a quest ion of getting our cloth- 
ing, our groceries, and other necessaries 
delivered In the usual way. and that was 
the end of it. Something more will have 
to bo done. Parents will have to see that 
the merchant and dealer will supply us 
with locally manufactured articles, and if 
we have to pay n little more, we shall at 
least be finding employment for some of 
our children. We shall be better able to 
pnv our bills: we shall be aide to keep our 
children around us. and I feel certain, 
have much more pleasure in fooling wo 
are helping our city along. It. would re- 
move a great deal of the anxiety which 
parents fee! for their children's future, and 
If every mother would do as I intend, see 
that I get what I can of locally manufac- 
tured articles. I IlllVC been encouraged 
to write this us I feci certain that any- 
thing done In the direction you point out 
vr;tl be a blessing to parents. It will en. 
able our children to learn trades, give them 
an opportunity to Improve themselves: wo 
shall help our oily along: nay our bills 
better, and as-dst the gentlemen who are 
manufacturing In the city to employ larger 
numbers of people. I fancy this must 
commend Itself to our tradesmen. It Is 
to I heir Interest to see that this Is done, 
and If we will only ask them, and take 
an Interest In the question, wo shall have 
a much happier and prosperous Victoria 
than we have, and our children will DO 
pleased with the better prospects for them- 
selves.

THE MEDICAL ACT. 

Sir:— Considerable misconception pre- 
vails In Victoria re the objects 
and alms of the Federated Board 
of Frlendlv Societies, and the para- 
graph In Tuesday's Colonist referring to 
one of the ohlects, re the oualltlcnt Ion 
clause in the Medical Act. Ims placed tho 
matter In a wrong light. It is the removal 
of tli's Impression that lias prompted this 
letter. As most Vlrtorlnm are aware, 
some twelve months ago the 1 >'.-, I medlca. 
body chose to form a eomhlna : n against 
holding their services to i>"n evident and 
friendly societies, and main members wore 
coerced Into sighing tin r "ml ro'dn clr- 
"i:'aiod for signature. We n • body have 
no complaint to make on [his score, 
but object to the Medieal Association us- 
ing the existing Medieal Ac! to the detri- 
ment of the members of friendly societies. 
The government of tho time gave the Med- 
ieal Act for ihc protection of themselves 
ami tho province, the contention of the 
local body being that many unqualified 
men were practising medicine, with dip- 
lomas that had been obtained by purchase, 
not by merit. We have no quarrel with 
the many medical men of the city, outside 
of their action In regard to the position 
they have taken against us. Wo admit their 
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light and privilege to form a combination, 
but we claim that nothing should be placed 
In the way of going outside the province 
for the medical assistance which our laws 
in the various orders require wo should 
give to our uicmberu. At the present the 
Medical Act enacts that no member of the 
medical profession outside of this province, 
no matter what his merit or his skill may 
he. can practice without undergoing ex- 
amination at the hands of a body who have 
placed on record their hostility to any 
of their profession giving ua the medical 
assistance we provide for and may requlr*. 
in Victoria out of a body of over AoOO 
members, we have' over 800 who have boon 
paying over 10 years a sum to provide for 
medical attendance when It might lie their 
misfortune to require it. Victoria medical 
men arc the only bo ly we are aware of 
who have taken such action against soci- 
eties. These facts have compelled tile so- 
cieties throughout the province to combine 
and to take such action as will remove 
from the Medical Act the obnoxious fea- 
tures complained of. It Is computed that 
wo have In this province over lu.ooo mem- 
bers of various orders who willingly assess 
themselves to provide tor medical ai tend- 
ance when it may be required, and we 
have every reason to believe that our ln- 
fliience and the government's sense or Jus- 
tice will enable us to got o ir rights pro- 
tected. We fetd that the leasonabluuess 
of our request will commend ltseir to the 
members of the local legislature, ufl that 
the insertion of a clause reading •'That 
any member of the medical profession hav- 
ing passed through a recognized British 
university, who has been in actual prac- 
tice within the last throe years, and who 
can produce letters of character and quali- 
fication, and establish his identity, shall 
bo entitled to carry on his profession In 
British Columbia, without further examina- 
tion." Our object is to remove the Star 
Chamber decisions of the local, self-con- 
stituted body from any gentlemen whom we 
feel wo would like to engage. It Is to our 
Interest that we provide the best medical 
and surgical skill for our members. We 
want the best aud we feel satisfied that 
the above clause will ensure us this. We 
have In our various societies members of 
every profession, merchants and commer- 
cial men, whose object In being members 
Is thin they may assist their loss fortunate 
brothers. We have grateful recollections 
of many of Victoria's medical men. we ap- 
preciate their many kiuilneses ami acis of 
self-sacrlftce to those of our body. We 
feel i ha i many of them unwillingly gave 
ilielr console' to j ln the combination 
against us. and their services To us will 
always be remembered. The tight has been 
forced on us and it is Iu defence of our 
rights and privileges that we have been 
compelled to ask for the removal of one 
clause and the Insertion of the one above.

Why Is not one hook for the use of the 
teacher sufficient? Aud why Is such a waste 
of time and energy tolerated'; Surely any 
memorizing that must be done could bo 
directly from the text-books, else why put 
parents to the expense of buying so many? 
if (bis system is to continue, I submit that 
the purchase of new books, lately prescrib- 
ed, should be confined to the teachers. 
The call for text. books, and blank-books 
without limit, besides the tux for station- 
ery (which Is repeated this term) should 
certainly bo looked Into. Let the teachers 
bo heard from, not those who do not use 
this method, for there may bo some who 
know better, but those who do. And let 
them tell us why slates cannot be used 
for nil arithmetic, spelling, parsing and 
analysis, and drawing of maps after each 
lesson in geography, all of which is dis- 
tinctly school, and not home work. A 
little thought and practice will soon on- 
able any teacher to conduct the slate mov- 
ing so quietly that there can be no com- 
plain! about them being "too noisy."

Officer Allen, who has been making tin 
cruise on the Grant for the purpose of 
investigating this alleged smuggling of 
Japanese from British Columbia into 
the land of Uncle Sam, came ashore 
with the Japs, and they were placed in a 
Japanese establishment here, where they 
arc held. Two other Japanese, 
who were also taken with those landed, 
were placed on board the cutter to be tak- 
en to New Whatcom ae witneisses against 
Two of their countrymen, the two pad- 
rones, who are imprisoned there, on the 
■charge of having violated the immigra- 
tion lawn by taking the Japs into United 
States territory. 

The Grant has been making a cruise 
among the United States islands of the 
Gulf to investigate the alleged smuggling 
of Japanese, and ais a result a sloop was 
found anchored at Roche Hnirbor, which 
hailed from Steveston, and was owned by 
two Japanese there, who, according to } 
information received by the cutter's offi- 
cers, had brought 2(j Japs, including the 
one woman, from the Fraser river town, 
to Waldron island, one of the United 
Stfttes islands of the Gulf, where they 
hnd established a logging camp and were 
■cutting wood for the Roche Harbor Lime 
Company. Acting on this information, 
Capt. Tozier seized the British sloop, and 
took the two Japanese prisoners. When 
seized, the sloop was laden with supplies 
for the colony of Japs left on Waldron 
island, and taking the two prisoners and 
the sloop along, the cutter proceeded to 
the island, and arrested Japanese 
there on Wednesday last, and two days' 
lfliter they secured another one. The 
Grant took the prisoners to Whatcom, 
where they were landed, and given in 
charge for violation of the United States 
contract labor laws. The seized sloop 
was left there, and then the cutter 
steamed across to Victoria with the re- 
maining Japanese, who were all landed 
here, save the two who were held to give 
evidence against the two prisoners who 
nro accused of having taken them from 
Steveston across to tile island. 

It is alleged that this smuggling of Jap- 
anese is going on continually. Small ves- 
sels, skill's, sloops, and such craft, are, it 
is said, going from the Fraser and else- 
where to Waldron. Lopez, Whidby and 
other islands of the Gulf in United St:it?s 
territory, with full cargoes of Japanese. 
For weeks past, it is alleged. Columbia 
river boats have been seen lca.ving this 
vicinity after nightfall, well laden with 
Japanese, and returning with few peo- 
ple aboard. 

In connection with this underground 
railway for moving the Orientals into the 
United Stated, a good story is told, but 
whether it has a foundation in 'fact can- 
not be learned. According to the story, 
about a week ago a young man went to 
a number <if local Chinamen a.nd ar- 
ranged to get them on one of the Gulf 
islands, from whence they could easily 
make their way to the mainland without 
detection. Nine Chinamen were to be 
taken, and for the trip the young man 
was to receive $25 a, head, which was lo 
be paid in Chinatown, on the presentation 
of a receipt from the boss man of the 
nine, to show that they had been landed. 

As the story has it. the young man left 
soon after nightfall with his freight of 
Celestials, and next morning called at 
the appointed place in Chinatown ami 
collected his money on the presentation of 
the paper with the Chinese characters on 
it, acknowledging that the nine had been, 
landed in United States territory. The 
money being pa.id, the young man vanish- 
ed and was seen by the Chinese no more, 
and the next afternoon nine weary and 
bedraggled Chinese walked into China- 
town, and talked like a Simian par- 
liament when they found that the .$225 
had been paid. The young man. it seems, 
had landed them at Sooke, taking ad- 
vantage of a fog, and ha.ving told them 
that they were in United States territory, 
they gave him a recejpt for their land- 
ing. Then when the sloop pushed out 
to sea again they went up to explore. In 
time they came upon a Chinese place and 
soon discovered how they had been out- 
witted. Then they walked back. 

Collector of Customs A. R. Milne will 
investigate the landing of the Japanese 
from the United States revenue cutter 
Grant, of which, he says, no report was 
made to him, although officers of the 
cutter visited the custom house. The 
revenue cutters arc aJ'iowjd all privi- 
leges of men-of-war and are not obliged 
to report at the custom house, like mer- 
chant vessels, but the commanding offi- 
cers usually send or leave their cards 
as a matter of courtesy. Although they 
tire immune from the customs regula- 
tions to that extent, it does not follow, 
however, that the cutters may land pas- 
sengers other than the personal friends 
of the officers travelling as guests, and 
certainly not Japanese without inspec- 
tion. No Orientals are allowed to come 
ashore from any vessel without inspec- 
tion, and they certainly would not have 
''been allowed to come ashore from the 
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S. W. Bodloy, who met with 
accident at Cbemalnus river, a 
ano, which resulted in mi at tit c 
moula.

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The new council of 1901, at its first 
sitting yesterday evening, established a 
record for disposing of business with 
quick despatch. Not a minute wus le**t 
in useless debate, with the result that 
when the bands of the clock pointed to 
0:30 Mis Worship Mayor Hnyward was 
able to announce that the regular 
business was exhausted. With the ex- 
ception of the fact that the Mayor took 
occasion to mention in a brief inaugular 
address, some of the more important un- 
dertakings which the aldermen would be 
called upon to deal with during the year, 
und a recommendation from the water 
comxaissiouer LbaL new water mains bo 
laid on Government street, the session 
proved an unimportant one. There was 
a tull board present. 

In the absence of Clerk Dowler, his du- 
ties were performed by Assistant City 
Olerk Ernest Bradley. The minutes of 
the hint session having been adopted as 
read, the Mayor, before proceeding to 
regular business, eaid: 

"Gentlemen: I nan extremely pleased 
(on joint account) at the privilege of 
meeting you again after the election dan- 
gers without the loss of a single man. 
This, I am certain, we all regard as an 
especial mark of commendation by the 
electors, and one that we shall not soon 
forget; imuI that it will not fail to stimu- 
late us to renewed effort in the city's in- 
terestn, and nn endeavor to de-nerve this 
unique testimonial of confidence and es- 
teem. 

"It is not my intention at this time tn 
outline a programme for the year, but us 
the experience of the past enables ns to 
at once assume active civic duties, there 
are a few muitt<?rs which may, perhaps, 
lie profitably pressed upon your attention. 
First, there is the consolidation and re- 
vision of our by-laws, which, although the 
late council spent much time upon them, 
found themselves unable to complete. I 
feel asseied that Ave shall at once take 
up and carry through this laborious, 
though most necessary and useful, work. 

"Then the enforcement of more strin- 
gent regulations nnd safeguarda for the 
protection of the public health require 
our very serious' u.ttention. Although our 
medical health officer's report contains 
the satisfactory statement that the city's 
death rate during 1900 was only u small 
fraction over 10 per 1.0(H), there is warn- 
ing in the faic! that there are more cases 
of zymotic diseases than there should tie. 
Every effort should be made to main- 
tain our high reputation an u health re- 
sort, nnd to this end the immediate and 
rigorous enforcement of the by-la.WK re- 
gulating the sale of impure milk nnd un- 
wholesome food is imperatively demand- 
ed. 

"The full utilization of the advantages 
of our excellent, though incomplete, sew- 
erage system shouid also receive our 
prompt attention, and the ample, com- 
pulsory mea&nrcs a.t our command put in 
force, so that all who have been afforded 
the opportunity should be compelled to 
connect with the sewer. The scheme for 
providing additional funds for sewerage 
extension, and which is now under your 
consideration, will. I am sure, receive the 
consideration its importance demands. Tn 
this connection the filling up of the mud 
Hats, the retaining wall und construc- 
tion of n permanent roadway on the site 
of the present .lames Hay bridge, will 
commend itwlf as a necessary sanitary 
precaution, besides being a most useful 
and ornamental proposal. 1 am sure that 
as soon as tile preliminaries are arranged, 
your hearty support will be accorded to- 
wards at once placing this scheme in 
shap" for the approval of the ratepayers. 

"The late council took the Initiatory step 
for paving Government street with wood 
blocks, on the local improvement plan, 
and which it is believe will nveivo the 
approval of those immediately interested. 
It is hoped that the ratepayers will not. 
oppose the paving of parts of Johnson 
and Douglas streets-; but in other localit- 
ies, where opposition to the paving may 
be encountered, it may be found expedi- 
ent for the present, to construe! perman- 
ent sidewalks only. In any event. it 
should be arranged, if possible, to largely 
extend the urea covered by permanent 
sidewalks. 

"The construction of u substantial 
steel bridge to provide for the heavy traf- 
fic on the highway to Kequimalt and sur- 
rounding districts, should be proceeded 
with as soon as the suggested joint use of 
it by the trr.nrwny company and provin- 
cial authorities can be satisfactorily ar- 
ranged. The immediate necessity for 
litis work cannot easily be overesl imntud, 
and I ■sincerely trust tha.t no difficulties 
will arise to prevent ils completion dur- 
ing the year. The advantages to this 
city and province by the prcNenco of the 
Pacific squadron and army reserve at 
Esqulmalt makes it incumbent upon us 
to itnii.ke the slay of the officers and men 
as long iini! as pleasant, tie possible, nnd 
I am sure the ratepayers would not ob- 
ject to a reasonable expenditure in this 
direction with this end In view. 

"The hearty endorsement given by the 
electors to n suggestion made a couple 
of weeks aj»o, 'that it would be wise to 
return nil tun aldermen,' undoubtedly 
implies nut only the c&inplitueut already 
referred to, but also tint in their opinion 
continuity in otilce is, under certain con- 
ditions, very desirable. It almost neces- 
sarily follows that as little change as 
possible should be made in the personnel I 
of our committees. I, therefore, propose 
that the regular standing committees of 



last year, with all their experience nnd 
adaptability for business, should remain 
ub they were. 

"Gentlemen, I heartily rel/ on your 
valued assistance and co-operation in all 
mutters during the year. It will be my 
pleasure and duty to keep cloudy in touch 
with you, aud I feel assured that togeth- 
er, wo shall so manage the uffairs Oi* the 
city, that the ratepapers will find no cause 
to regret having entrusted the important 
business and events of the opening year 
of the liOth. century to our keeping." 

Aid. Brydon did not think that u satis- 
factory arrangement had been made, by 
the Mayor in re-appointing the old com- 
mittees without change. He represent- 
ed a very large constituency as senior 
member, and thought, therefore, that he, 
as such representative, should be given 
a place on more committees. 

All. Kinsman, though not now senior 
member for North ward, had no wish to 
occupy a place ou any committee, if Aid. 
Brydon had an ambition to serve in that 
capacity. 

The Mayor suggested that perhaps Aid. 
Brydon would take Aid. Kinsman's place 
as chairman of the electric light commit- 
tee. Thia was finally agreed to, so the 
committees, with tho change mentioned, 
btaud as last year, as follows: Cemetery — 
Williams, Kinsman, Hull. Eleetric light 
—Brydon, Cameron, Williams. Finance 
—Cameron, Williams, Beckwith, Eire 
wardens — Stewart, Cameron, Kinsman. 
Harbor improvement? — Kinsman, Yates 
Cooley. Home for Aged and Iniirm — 
Beckwith, Cooley, Stewart. legislation 
—Yates, Beckwith, Cameron. Park- 
Hall, Brydon, Yates. Streets, bridges 
and Sewers — The mayor and aldermen. 
On pending litigation — Cooley, Stewart, 
Brydon. On railways — Williams, Kins- 
man, Hall. Ou acquisition of Indian re« 
serve — Cameron, Votes, Beckwith. 

A letter from Thomas Hooper, asking 
that a permanent sidewalk be laid in 
front of tlie Todd building, on the corner 
of Douglas and Pandora streets, was re 
ferred to the city engineer for report. 

William Humphrey wrote, asking if 
there wus any objection to certain fences 
being erected in the vicinity of the new 
Clover Point ritle range. Keferred to the 
city engineer for report. 

Skene Lowe complained of the nuisance 
of steam wood-cutters using the streets. 
If they were entitled to special privileges 
something should be done to keep them 
off the streets. Ho also thought that 
corporation workmen damaged the 
streets unnecessarily. Perhaps these 
grievances existed because of the fact 
that no responsible officer had been in- 
structed to watch the streets and report 
on their condition. 

Aid. Beckwith thought there was a 
great deal in what Mr. Lowe said, and 
moved the adoption of some syst m which 
would abate the nuisances complained erf. 
Those who sawed wood on the streets 
should be compelled to clean up the 
debris. The heads of the departments 
should be held responsible for the condi- 
tion of the streets, and the police shouid 
notify citizens that they must live up to 
the by-laws. 

Aid. Yates favored referring the letter 
tn the streets committee for report. The 
street superintendent's attention should 
be drawn to the matter. This was done. 

The city clerk reported having referred 
a. number of letters complaining of the 
necessity of minor street improvements 
to tlie city engineer for report. 

Water Commissioner .lames L. Ray- 
mur recommended that a 12-inch pipe be 
laid on Government street from the end 
of the present pipe between Fisguard 
and Cormorant streets to Jan.es Bay 
bridge. The estimated cost is .$9,000. He 
also recommended that a four-inch pipe 
be laid on Fourth street. 

Alii. Stewart maved that the communi- 
cation be received and that tenders be 
called for. This was seconded by Aid. 
Beckwith. 

Aid. Williams hail been informed that 
the Albion Iron Works were now in a 
position to make tlie pipe, and if that was 
so, they should, if possible, be given the 
contrast. 

Aid. Brydon wanted to know if it were 
necessary to lay a 12-inch pipe on Govf 
eminent street. Ten-inch pipe might be 
equal to all tlie demands. lie was so in- 
formed. He moved in amendment Unit 
it lay on the trible and inquiries be made 
in the matter, as a saving of !?l,000 could 
ho make in using the smaller pipe. The 
Albion Iron Works were, he understood, 
considering the manufacturing of water 
pipes. 

The mayor smggested referring it to 
the finance committee for report. This 
was done. 

The auditor forwarded a statement of 
the cost of maintenance of the Home for 
the Aged and Infirm for the year 1900— 
the cost per day per man being 49.80 
cents, and for provisions alone 29.95 
cents. 

Aid. Cameron thought it satisfactory to 
have that, information before them. The 
cost, no doubt, could be reduced if a 
proper home for the olo men were erect- 
ed. 

Chief Dcasy wrote as follows: 

Gentlemen:— I have the honor to enclose 
a petition submitted to me by the perman- 
ent firemen In the department. 

In s.:!.; Ittlng tlie same 1 would respect- 
fully request that the board take Into con- 
sideration the question of re-arranging the 
lire department in order to place the offi- 
cers and men on a more equal footing 
with regard to hours and pay. 

The present system was Inaugurated In 
1880, am! a re-arrangement would be In 
I In- Interests of the city. 

THOMAS I) EASY, Chief. 

Tc Ills Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen:— 

Gentlemen:— We, the undersigned, per- 
manent firemen in the Victoria Fire De- 
partment, respectfully place the following 
before your honorable body for considera- 
tion when the appropriation of salaries Is 
under consideration. 

Many years ago, when the city was small 
anil the work of the firemen less, the wages 
of the permanent firemen were reduced In 
a general reduction of salaries. 

The engineers then received eighty dol- 
lars per month, and the drivers seventy. 

In all part-paid and paid, call depart- 
ments, the permanent men receive hlirh sal- 
aries, on account of the extra duties they 
have to perform, that do not fall on en- 
gineers and drivers la a full paid depart- 
ment. 

•'I. We have longer hours than other em- 
ployees of the city, working night nnd 
day. Sundays anil Mondays alike. We are 
compelled to pay high rents In order to 
live near the fire halls, and have to buy 
our clothing and uniforms. 

■I. The occupation of a fireman N danger- 
ous to life and health and the remunera- 
tion is gauged accordingly in every other 
lire depart at on the Coast. 

5. The majority of permanent men are 
employed |n the fire halls 031 hours each 
month, exclusive of time for meals and 
leave, and at the rate of wages paid In 
(his city, only receive but one dollar for 
nine hours' work. 

We are not at manual labor all of the 
time, but we are kept In the halls, nnd 
our services are at eall at any hour, night 
or day. Other city departments allow 
111'.' men to have their nights and Sundays 
to spend with their families. We are always 
on duty, nnd when we secure leave from 
the chief, are subject to attend fires. 

We therefore rospectfuiij petition' for an 
Increase of wages, and trust that th" tih"ve 
mentioned facts will receive your earnest 
attention when a re-arrangement of salaries 
is before you. 

All of which Is respectfully submitted.

Aid. Yates moved that the matter lie 
laid over until the estimates were consid- 
ered. Carried. 

Aid. Williams moved that a special 



committee bo appointed to investigate the 
question of how beat to arrange that the 
"mayor and aldermen should serve for a 
longer term of offico than one year, was 
next taken up. 

Aid. Williams explained that he made 
tho motion so that steps might be taken 
to get the necessary power from the legis- 
lature, so that u change eo desir- 
able might bo brought about 

Aid. Yates thought it a purely legis- 
lative matter, and favored referring the 
matter to the legislative committee. 

Aid. Cameron was in favor of the ob- 
ject of the motion and approved of Aid. 
Yates' suggestion, which was finally 
adopted, Aid. Williams assenting. 

Applications for the position of lamp 
trimmer were then taken up. There were 
54. As some of the aldermen had not time 
to read them, it was considered advis- 
able to defer making tho appoie tment to 
a later date. 

Aid. Beckwith, before adjournment, 
suggested that the streets committee meet 
twice a month at the close of the regular 
council meetings. This would facilitate 
business, ho thought. 

Aid. Hall desired to place on record 
his approval of tho magnificent special 
Vancouver Island edition which had just 
been issued by tho Colonist. It was by 
far the best thing of the sort which had 
been published in tho province. This 
statement was applauded by the rest of 
tho aldermen. 

The board then adjourned.
